"rado recollect what are c*lled "the I'«Uan 
murders." The story is In subst»>rce «w foU 
lows: In 1S7B » 8»«1I fr*me house stood at 
634. LAwr^nce stroot and «*< occupied by «n 
old Italbw named Gulseppe recorre, his two 
sons Giovanni and Galseppe and •» nephew 
called Luigl. On the Slst of October the 
bodies ot (ill four wore found In the cellar 
with their throats cut unit otherwise nwogled. 
It subsequently tuiued out that the four hsd 
boen murdered on tho 15tb of qotober by a 
band of lt«'Unsof which Oallottl vt*« chief. 
The others' were named'AWeotlne, Bullotl, 
Camp»Bi)e, Anata, Alless»ndrl, DeodotH. 
Tern»nae/. and another named rinaehllo. 
Galloti did all the killing, R"the others made 
A bungling job-of it. While Qallottl did the 
butchering tho rest of the band stood by 
playlhg their barps and fiddles to drowu the 
cries of the victims.
